Hough we have heard of and 
lately ſeen a horrid variety of 
bloody murthers appearing in 
divers ſhapes and diſguiſes, yer 
there hath not been any of rhe 
more barbarous, unnatural, and 

detcſiable than this, by which doubtleſs the actor 


will receive divine vengeance at the next afſizes :

Our w. H., now a priſoner in Reading-Goal, 
who was five years ſince condemned at the alli- 
zes then holden at Kead:zz, for that he in a moſk 
horrid manner murthered his father #, by cord- 
ing- him-down to a picce of wooe, by the 2filt- 
ance of another: and though the lury brought 
him in guilty , yer the evidence appearing bur 
circumſhantial, the execution was dcferr'd for-rthis 
five years laſt pat; but behojd the Wondertul 
works of God- in the diſcovety 0% it , that this 
heinous fin of murther and parricide might not 
g0 unpuniſhed even in this life, and though the 
Authour of this horrid murther hath often cndea- 
voured to make eſcape , yet by providence was 
prevented, though he was ſuffered ro beg for the 
Priſoners, being faſtned to the Houle by a chain 
about his Leg, and once he attempted ro burn 
the houſe, but was prevented by the care of his 
Keepers, &c. It hath pleaſed God after that he 
had been five years a priſoner to afflit him with 
ſickneſs and diſeaſes, and being very ull of the 
imall-pox., and iv. danger of death , ſo thar he 
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was lookt vp0oi a3 rat recovery by vl that faw 
lim, both his fcl'ow-prifoners and others; he bim- 
ſelf cifpairing of life, in the midit of: his pangs: 
and convuliions (as he thouzht of Death) he did 
make this foYowing conieſhon to his fellow-pri- 
ſoners ; That when he was firit accuſed of this 
fa&, which i5 five years firce, he with the afsift- 
ance of another (who is fince fled) ard cur his 
Fathers head oft, the other party hearing of this 
confelsion 1s ſince fled ;. bur the Man remains 
ill in cuſtody , and hath confefled the fat to a 
luſtice, and 15 otherwates prov'd by depoſitions of 
tus fellow-prifoners ; he further ſaid that the bo- 
cy of his Father and the head was buried five 
miles aſuncer ; he carrying his fathers body in a: 
white cloath, as he was going into the fields mer: 
one of þ15 netzhbours, and as he ſaid, he imme- 
ciatcly proffered him five pounds to hold his peace, 
but the. Man wes too honeſt to be hired with the 
prize of blood , though 'ris likely for the prefene 
promis'd fair :-bur a while after this perſon hear- 
ing tat Goodmen H. was miſsing, and none knew 
winch way he was gone, moſt thinking that he 
tad ſome foul play thew'd him, and remembri:, 

w:thal who had offcred him five pound for con- 
cealment, which was a gre: ſum conſidering his 
@oility , being no other then a labouring man that 
workt for his livirg, and by enquiry finding that 
te old man was mil-ing about thac time, he i- 
magincd and concluded it was his murthered fa- 
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ther the perſon miſy'd which he had on his back, 
by which means the murther was found our ; 
though ir could not be evidently proved, h= not 
ſeeing any thing but the white cloath as it Jay on 
the priſoners back , in which he ſuppoſed was 
wrapt up the body of his Murthered Father , the 
blood was ſeen to run through the clomth , this 
being all rhe evidence, execution was deterred foi 
this five years, and he hath remained ever lince 
a convikt upon orders , this diſcovery he made in 
the height of his diſtemP<r the ſmall-Pox , fince 
which ume it hath pleaſed God to rettore him to 
his former health, to bring hi trocondine puniſh- 
ment for his wicked fact : By this © mer is thoughe 
the body and head may be found, ſearch being to 
be made by the juſtice and inhabitants of Reading, 
according as he directed them, to find them, all 
this being arreſted by an Inhabitane of the ſaid 
Town, who is a witneſs to theſe depoſitions. Oh 
ler this example warn all others from following 
lewd courſes, abſenting themſelves from Divine 
worſhip, and not providing fer their familics. 
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And eſpecially from hearkening to the Devils 
ſuggeſtions, or their own revenge, ſo as in paſsion 
or deſign to bercave any of their lives, which be- 
fides the danger of their fouls eternal ruine, moſt 
deſervedly , and afluredly will bring them to fall,
